Despite the disagreeable weatheV and 
sloppy streets, n much larger number of 
visitor.s were in attendance than upon 
the opening of the last session; the 
brilliant assemblage filling all the seats 
ou the floor of the House und also tho 
greater portion of the galleries. Among 
those present-were the Lord Bishop of 
C'olumoia, Venerable Archdeacon Scriv- 
en, Rev. A. Bcanlands, Rev. P. McF. 
Maoleod, Rev. D. Eraser, Rev. 1). Mc-

The results achieved by 
them are satisfactory in tho e.xtronio; 
tho appearance, comfort aud acoustic 
properties of the House being wonder- 
lully improved. 

Changes also were observable in the 
personelle of the House; several of the 
best known figures on both sides hav- 
ing disappeared, death having called 
them awav or they having resigned their 
seats to fill other positions of honor and 
trust in the province. 

Of the four members elected to fill . 
vacancies at bye elections since the pro- - 
rogation of the House, two now occupy 
seats at tbe right and two at the left of 
tbo Speaker. Hon. Mr. Davie has the 
seat long and honorably filled by hia 
late lamented brother. Mr. Haelam 
also sits on the right band of the 
Speaker's chair, in the rear of Mr. Tol. 
mie. Messrs. Cunningham and Smith 
will fill places on the benches at the left. 

The only members absent on the open- 
ing of the House were Hon. T. B. Hum- 
phreys and Mr. James Tolinie, both of 
whom are on the sick list. Mr. Haa- 
lani, the junior member elect from Na- 
uaiino, was also detained by illness from 
taking his seat. 

Shortly after three o'clock His Lord- 
ship tbe Chief Justice emerged from the 
treasury building, attended by Mr. 
Herbert Stanton, the Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor's private secretary, and the fol- 
lowing staff : Capt. E. Gray Hulton, 
R. N.; Capt. Lacon Hainmett, R. N. ; 
Capt. Pollard, R. N. ; Major Nicholles, 
B. C. B. G. A.; Lieut. Ogilvie, "C"

Preceded by the sergeant-at-arms, 
His Lordship passed through the House 
and took his seat on the throne. 

ELKCTION OF SPEAKER. 

Hon. Mr. Rubson then rose and ad- 
dressed tbe House as follows : 

Gentlemen of the Legislative Assem- 
bly ; 

I am commanded by the appointed 
representative of tbe Governor to an- 
nounce that he does not see fit to de- 
clare the causes of his summoning you 
at this time, and will not do so until 
you have choseu a Speaker to preside 
over your honorable body. He hopes to 
be enabled to declare, during the after- 
noon, his reasons for calling you to- 
gether. 

His Lordship was then pleased to re>' ' 
tire. 

Mr. Cowan, addressing himself to tho 
Clerk (who, standing up, pointed to him 
and then sat down), proposed to the 
House for their Speaker David Williams 
Higgini, Esquire, member representing ' 
Esquimau district. 

.Mr. Duck seconded the motion. Ho 
did so, be said, with very great pleasure. 
Mr. Higgina' h)ng association with the 
publio press, the great interest bo bad 
always taken in the political welfare of 
tho province, and, above all, the assidu- 
ity and ability shown by him as chair- 
man of the very imiiortant Committeo 
of Ways and Means eminently fitted 
liim to fill with honor tbo responsiblo 
position of Speaker of the House. If 
elected be was certain .Mr. Higgina 
would perform the duties of tho speaker- 
ship with discretion and ability, to tbe 
entire satisfaction ot all tho honorable 
nieinberB of the House. (Hearty ap- 
plause from hotli sides of the House.) 

Thero being no further nominations, 
the Clerk then declared Mr. Higgina 
unanimously elected to the speakership. 

Mr. Higgins, on aocpling tho, Speaker- 
ship, thaiikeil the honorable gontleinen 
of the House for tbe high honor they 
had paid him. He hoped that tho 
justice of hia rulings and bia assiduous 
attention to the duties of tbe position 
would wi.-rant the expression of cou- 
fidciice shown bim. If he could only 
bring to the discharoe of his duties a 
modicum of the abilitv shown by hie 
predecessor he would indeed deem bim- 
sslf a moat fortunate man. 

Applause from Opposition as well as 
Oovoriimcnt benches areeted the tew 
and appropriate remants made by Mr. 
Higgins. 

Hia Lordship, Sir M.B. Tiegbio, re- 
presenting the Limuouant -Governor, 
then rc-entcroil the iiouse, ami look hia 
seat ou the throne. 

The Speaker elect then addrcf-ncl Hi.'^ 
Lordship as follows: "The House nf 
Assembly have elected ine as their 
.Spoiikor, though 1 am but little able to 
fulfil the important duties thus assigned 
to me. If, 111 the porformnnco of tlinso 
duties I should nt nuy timfi fall into 
error, I pray that tli-) fault- may bo im- 
puted lo mo and uol to the As.sombly, 
whoio servant I am, and who throughme, 
the Ijcttor to enable thciu lo discliargs 
Ihoir duty to tholr Qucou and country, 
humbly claim all their undoubted rights 
and privilegoi, especially that they may 
have freedom of speech in their debater, 
access lo Your ll'onor'ti person at all 
eeaaiMiuble times, and that tlieir pro- 
jeedinga may ieooivo from Your HOnor 
the most favorable iuterprotation.

■ .jrSE SPEECH FROM THE 
THRONE. 

The Speech from the Throne is cheer- 
ful and hopeful. The represeututiveu 
of the pooi)le are reiuimleJ that the piisi 
j'car has been a good one for British 
Columbia. Almost all . its intci-eata 
have prospered and the ~oiitlobk for tin: 
immediate future is "briglit. ; It was 
pleasant for them to hear that the 
revenue oi the province had exceeded 
the estimate by twenty per cent. , and 
that this agreeable state of things was 
likely to coutiuu^. A full treasury is a 
pleasant thing for both the members ol 
-^tho Assembly and the people to con- 
template. 

The Government appears to hayo de- 
termined to do its best to developa the 
.resources of the province. The experi- 
tnent \vliiuli it baa already made in 
pa!riboo to test the value of the orct 
that are found there, has happily proved 
successful. It is difficult to esthnate 
the importance of this cxpcriineut to 
that great mining district. The eslab- 
lishmeut of the worlta there has, in u 
gt|saP'.ti}easiire, talieu from niiiiiug 
operationSjthe eiemoul of uncertainty 
which hampered enterprise and was a 
serious obstacle to tbe devolopemcut ol 
its mineral resources. If, added to 
this, tlio district of Cariboo obtains the 
railway accummoilation it requires it 
will enter upun a new era of prosperity. 

The recounuendation to extend to ibc 
rich but undeveloped district of Koo- 
tenay improved means of eoramuiiioatiot; 
shows that the Government does not in- 
tend to wait to be beeciged by petitioiii? 
before it extends a helping hand to those 
parts of tlie province v.'hicli stand in 
need of encouragement and nsaiatanco. 
The Government seems determined in 
this tnattor to act upon the very old, 
and tha very good, axiom, "He givea 
twios who gives tiuickly." We are 
quite hurt tliiit the As.--emljly M ill co- 
operate lie.irtiiy ui'h tile Gn\-erniiient 
in doing what ih necessary to make the 
richer of the KooLcnay conntry. oi 
which sucii glij^vmy acouunts are lieurd, 
available. The powers of the Legisl-i- 
ture cannot be more proStibly. exercised 
than in HBsistiug men of courage and l'h 
terpriae to take advaniage of the bount y 
wiiioh hiituie iiai siiowered upon dis- 
tricts whioli are nuu 'vheily uhprodii^- 
tiva, and to cause them lo coiitrihiiio lo 
the prosperity of the province, The 
Bfittlement of the difficulty which the 
divided jin-iadiclioii in the Kail- 
way iJelt plaue.1 in the way 
of Bdvancein.-iit will greatly facili- 
tate this yood :ind nocesaaiy work. 
Practical men tind that the dual owner- 
ship piuventa the improvement of that 
great district, and if the Oovarnment 
succeed, as it seem;) likely to do, iu get- 
ing the administration of all the 
niineral.-i of (he Belt, it will have 
aone the piMvince a acrvico of al- 
most iiioalculable value. The eH'ortM of 
the -.Administration in this dircniioi 
deserve the hearty cominondation of 
every true friend of British Columbia. 
This district already possesses railway 
accoimnodation, and when the t]ucslion 
of jurisdiction ia settled there will l)e 
nothing to hinder its advaiiccment. It 
Is gratifying tu learn that wlmt tii.i 
Government has ulrondy done in the 
way of aiding in, . .the, constructioii of 
railways promises in tlio neon future to 
be productive of great advnntagea. This 
will encourage both tlu! (iovermncnt 
and individuals not lo Hl„cln-n in tlieir 
cffortB to o[i;mi lip till! coiiutiy so lliat 
oapitalista both at Iioimo and ainoad will 
find iu British Columbia a promiaiog 
field for their operations. 

Too Uttle is known about the agricul- 
tural capabilities of the province, It" 
has a largfl extent nf s.m coast on ivhieb 
there may be, ami \ ( ry probably are, 
areas easily ncc'jH-ilil'i !,;• water, which 
could readily be made availaldi- 
for settlement. It is time that meiina 
should be adopted for obtaining u better 
kuowledge of every part of the provincR 
— that there should bo no uncerlninty 
as to the quantity of land it contains Ht 
for immediate Hettlement. The ctploru- 
tlona and survey recoinineniled in the 
Speech will, no doubt, do much to ao- 
oomplisb this purpose. This would be 
sn efifective and an inexpensive way of 
encouraging immigration. 

To draw up and perfect u iiieasurp, for 
the rcdiatribulion of seata in iho Legla- 
lativn Aasoiiibly '\.\ tlm most important 
and at the Name time the most dillicult 
work which the Houso will Iiivve to do 
during the present Bogsioii, None of 
tlio other weasurea will evoke much op- 
position. They are uli required, 



There may be differences of opinion aa 
to detaila, but meinbcra of both parties 
and all sactiona will, rio douljt, work 
amicably together to carry the bills, but 
to judge by present indications It will 
be no easy matter to come to satisfactory 
condusion.i iii this business of the re- 
adjustment of the representation. There 
Beetns ,to bo quite a crop of local 
jealousies and rival claims. How to 
reconcile these will require all the wis- 
dom and all the tact which those who 
wish to BOO the work done well and 
fiirly possess. It is to be hoped that 
the members from the different sootions 
of the province will enter upon the 
bualnesa with the earnest desire to do 
what, la reasonable aud fair, and that 
they will disceuraga sectionalism, uo 
matter what form it may take or in 
what qurtrter it may appear. 

The business out out for tho Assem- 
bly in the Speech is important, and 
much depends upon its being well and 
eflectively done. We have no doubt 
that the members will uddieas them- 
.-^elvea to the work of the stsaion with 
the dctorminatiou to do what is boat for 
tlio province. If they do this conscien- 
tiously and Energetically they need not 
bo afrnid to render their account to the 
people next summer. 

THE NEW SPEAKL'li. 

Tho elevation of ME l>avid W. 
Higgius to tho speakership will aioet 
tho approval of inon of all parties in the 
province. Mr. Higgins is a man of far 
nioi-e tbauaveriigeability iinilof high in. 
telligcnce. He ia active-minded and 
energetic and will, no doubt, perform 
the (iuties of his position ably and 
effectively. Whatever be may bav 
been when be was younger and bad less 
experience of men luul of publ 
life, he is not now Ijy any 
means a strong party man. lli 
may be depended upon to do strict just 
ice to both sides of the Kouse! Ho has 
not been long in the Legislature, cer 
tniidy, but ids widu experience as a jour 
u.iliat will now stand liini in good stead ; 
uail even willi,)ut it, a rnahof his ability 
will not take long to mako himself mua 
tor of parliamentary practice and the 
rules of order, AVe are greatly mistaken 
if Mr. Higgiiia will not prove a very 
callable us well as an impartial 
speaker. He may not, and wo hope be 
never will, make a parliamentary ped 
ant; for there is no surer indication of 
amall-mlndeducss and want of capacity 
to deal with large questions in a liberal 
way than a constant wntchfiihieas to 
catch meinbora tripping in trifling mat 
lers of order and ceremony, whi-jli are 
really more honored in the breach thai 
in tho observance. Mr. Uiggins is not 
u man of that cast of mind) and hu will 
mtika all the better Speaker for being too 
hia-mindod a nion ta bo a. martinet.

I'.veryonc knows that the sealers are 
expected tci visit Bchriiig's Sea before 
their return. The seolors this year, we 
hiivo no doubt, intend to make the 
usual voyage. Thoy know that tliey 
have a right to hunt seals on tl: 
high seas in all parts oi tl: 
Pacific Ocean frequenled by those ani- 
mals and it will not_be easy to deter 
them from doing their bitaihess iu what 
ihey are satisfied is a lawful way. .Aa to 
their equipment, it ia just what 
usually is — nothing more. The firearms 
that are used in kilhng the seals might 
do duty in a fight, but they are taken 
on board the vessels for sealing, and not 
for fighting purposes. The truth is, 
there is nothing unusual this year hi 
citlier tho orders given to the mustors or 
the equipment of the veasela. Victori.Vs 
aealets do not propose to take the law iu 
their own hands. They have still faith 
in the power of Old England to protect 
them.

Novehsts, n^iiin, liko WUltia CoUinu, have 
used tlio hi!cl to good purpose In some of their 
nensatioual atorlt'3, as in the caae'of ithe''jn3^ 
terioua bedstead which, after the manner of 
a clotlios press, is rnado to screw up, so at to 
sniothor its iinsus|iiM!linc occupant. Then 
there are heds wbi 'so surrouiuliiigs have had 
the rsputatioQ of being haunted, and refus- 
ing sleop to any one suQlcieutly bold to com- 
mit hit weary frame to sucb an unciUmy 
qtiarter; while fairy lore abonndt lii'tale* 
and legends of those who, while seoldnK .tti», 
aweetnasKof repose In soma eachanied^eA, 
have had visions revealed to them of won- 
drous unenrllily joys in tho laud of dreamt. 

Some idea, again, of the importance for- 
merly attached tc certain hodsttmds may b« 
gathered from old wills, where wo find bod 
clothes and Kheetsas tliin;;s speidnlly prized. 
Thus an Aiiiil'i-Sa^oii hiiiy pive (o one of 
hor chlldi-eii "'liiT best bud ciirtou linen, niid 
all thoclotlc's brlongin^ to it," and to aa- 
otlu'i- child -she liMVos "two chesia and all the 
be<l clothes that to ono iK-lonf;." 

When Ciirdinul \A'olsey took a laaso of 
Hamilton Manor and manor house in tlie 
year 1514 h(! rwivod twenty "bcdsteddLs" as 
pnrt of till) rli'inise. IJntrlesof this kind tj'e 
very iniini-iMiis, und show In what high e* 
teem llui cu;nlort and niceness of their beds 
were lu'ld by our I'orofathors, 

It iiuiy be noted, too, that In da3rB gone by 
man}' allusions ocL'iir to a smaller bedstead, 
which, rolled under the larger one, was de- 
signed usually for a valet or servant Thus 
■ every reader will remember the well known 
speech of mine host of the Garter In "Tho 
Merry Wives of VA''iudsor" (iv, C), whoiaya 
of Palstail's room, ''There's his chamber, bis 
bouse, his castle, bis standing bed and truckle 
bed." In tho old manuscript of the romanoa 
of the "Conta d'Artois," the count <li& in the 
bed under the canopy, wlille the truckle bed 
ia occupied by bis veJet 

Of tho many farther bedsteads which have 
acquired an historic fame may bis meationed 
one in the bedroom of Mary, Queen of Scott, 
U.I Holyrood i)altee. 1 1 Is covered with red 
damask, and is popularly stated to have been 
slept iu by the unfortuunte sovereign, al- 
though there is considernhla doubt on this 
point. 

At Burnley, it may be remembered, is pre- 
eerved tho bedstead occupied by Queen Ellzq- 
both on her visits to tho lord treasurer, Bur- 
leigh. It stands in a room in the western 
first floor of the mansion, known as Queen 
Elizabeth's bodrooiii, and l.s distinRulshed by 
its grwn velvi't hiuijjincs. I'aul Hentzner, 
in his visit to Windsor in tho your 1598, no- 
tices tho beds bfloiif^ing to former princes as 
nioasurintj olcM'cn I'uet wiuare, and speaks of 
Queen IJIizabuth's bed, with its curious, rich 
embroidery, as not fo larj;o us the others. 

A famous budstL-ad of the Fifteenth ceu- 
tury wns lonj4 prefcrved at Leicester and it 
generally supposed to have been slept oa by 
Richard IfL Tho under jiart of it formed 
his military chest, and, as most readers art 
aware, tho discovery of the treasure a cen- 
tury afterwards occaiiioued a barbarous mur- 
der. But none of tho coins discovered wer* 
<)t a later mint than this reign. F^irther- 
moro, it is said by Pennant that a stump bed- 
stead kept in Berkeley castle is the same on 
whloh the murder of Edward n was com- 
mitted. 

Then there are the royal beds of Hampton 
coort,' with their rich hangings, and the fa- 
mous lied of Ware, In Hertfordshire, has long 
ago become proverbial. Kothiag Is knoWof 
the original history df this enormoui' bM- 
stead — no less than twelve feet squarer-and 
which, in years ]Hist, formed one of the dls- 
' tiniguisbing features of the inn known at tho 
Barncen's Head. According to one populir 
tradition, this i;i.;antic pioi-oof furniture woi 
mado by n oorl ill .J(jna^ l-'orlirooke, a jour- 
neyman i;ar|it'nti'i-, and pii'-;eiilL'd totho royal 
family in the year l lti:i. K luai-d IV reward- 
lug the industry of the donor by granting 
him t pt'iisioii for life. Anyhow, many 
Btraugo ttories li.avoci'UteiVLlaround this bed, 
and a popular le;;c.'nd says that one Harrison 
Sn^by, of Liineii'-bii-e— a inii.slor of the horst 
to Kiii^ llonry \'lll — liaviiig falliai dee]ily 
in love witli tljo i!an:4liter of a niiller residing 
near WiU'f, su'uie tlirit lie would do anything 
tosecuro tlie ol.'Jcot of bis ufTectlona. Th» 
piece of chivalry couun;,' to the ears of tin 
king, who liapin neil to be passinjj through 
Ware on bis way to Ids favoi'ito retreat at 
Hertford, it was decided that the girl shbuld 
bestow her hand on him who would consent 
to sleep all iiighfc In the bed of Ware, 'pro- 
vided that he was found there in the mora- 
, ing. Harrison §axby accepted the prop^al, 
Jbiit.gn the .foUowtng^raoriiing Ii6%as ■ found' 
on~the floor, covered wttb braises and utterly 
prostrated | 

Among further stories connected with phhi 
great^l>ed wo are told that when the t^wu 
was full, iu consequence of some large hunt- 
ing or wedding ])arty, it w<i3 invarljjhly 
made use of. Hut, adds Mr, Tlmbs in hia 
"Abbeys, Casllos anil AiH-ii'iit Halls of Eng- 
land," whenever so oiiii.loyoii Itb oeoniinntt 
were always iiiiablo toobtidn Ibeii' wi'<liod for 
sleep, bc-inj^ In tho iii,';lit subject to idl kinds 
of piiiidiini.;-, nipping and S(iratcliin[,', till at 
last the lied hecunii; di'; t rl ed. Tlie rpisou as- 
ti{;ned fur l lie.-o un|.leasiiiit u--5;)orieiioo8 Is 
that the spirit of .louas I'orl iruoko always 
hovered about bis fiivoiilo work, and bting 
annoyt'd at tin' iindi^,iiifi..d iiko it H'tts put lo 
by tlio i;oiid ]. ; i)i!'> of Ware, prevented any- 
one from i^i-'tl io;; a moment's rest. AtKnola 
have been loni^ earefully preserved the cost- 
ly bed and funiiluro which are said to have 
bo<,ii placf d 111! ro for the reception of James 
11, and ill tbo kind's bedcliamlier Is tho stnto 
bod, ill wbiv'ii, tradition informs us, the pre- 
tender was born.

Found 
tho prisoner in a cabin at tho rear of 
the hotel and arreatd him. Edward 
Williams pointed him out aa tho iiinii 
who had cut him. 

John jMcLcod, aworii — I wi.',s iu room 
No. 2 at the Railroad Hotel on Monday 
morning. Wont into tho room and sat 
down. Williams came in and sat beaide 
me. Two Jaiiancae also came in shortly 
afterwards. The prisoner came in and 
spoke to Williams, and, iia lundcralood, 
uaked him if ho wanted to light. Don't 
know what answer Williania mude. 
Then prisoner rushed towards him and 
ho jumped U|) to defend himself. When 
he raised hia haiida the Jap made a 
atrike at him and cut him in the left 
side. I then jumped to my feet 
and saw o razor in tho prisoner's liaiiil. 
I got between tho two and pushed them 
away from each other ; at the same time 
tho prisoner made two more cuts at 
Williams, one of which 1 think took ef- 
fect. Tho other did not. Then with the 
assist'ftnoe of another Japaneac I put tho 
prisoner out of the door. Aa soon aa he 
got outside ho run to hia own room. Tho 
blood was flowing freely from the cut in 
the loft side. I think the priaouor had 
the razor open ready to use in his left 
liand. 

This coneUuled tho ovidenuo, and tho 
prisoner on being asked if he hud any- 
thing to say, asked permission to make 
a statement. Iii tho statement the Jap 
made no attempt to deny the charge. 
He urged, however, that the Kanaka 
had long been bothering hiin. 

His honor committed the prisoner for 
trial at the coming assizes.

.■Mthongh In tho important Industry of 
ngrieultnro tbere is, doubtlcH.s, great scope 
for impriivement, I bo exhibition at Now 
Westminster last fall indicated en;'OUrag- 
ing progri'ss; ami 1 am glad to ob-ervo an 
orgunized iiiovement, having for itsobicet 
the iironiot ion of fruit culture, for which 
many localities In the province are 
nenlly adapted. 

Our llshorles havo yielded up a more than 
usually abundant harvest, and there la 
every reason to expect that this industry 
will, with proper encouragement, continue 
to exiinnd. 

There has been less progress in the do- 
velopnient of our great forest wealth than 
was anlieii.ated: hut tho largo milli 
cs'ablisliiiieiits inojectod and in courao of 
erect ion leave no room to doubt that this 
Important industry is on the evo of great 
ex wanslou.
